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EXTRACTS FROM ADDRESSES AT THE SEVENTY- 
FOURTH ANNIVERSARY OF THE BRITISH AND 
FOREIGN BIBLE SOCIETY. 


The Right Hon. the Eart or SHAFTEsBURY, 
who had occupied the chair at twenty-seven con- 
secutive annual meetings; in acknowledging a vote 
of thanks for attending, said : 


I do not believe that there could be at any 
period of the world—and certainly not at a period 
like this, in the midst of so many spiritual and 
moral dangers, in the midst of such a variety of 
notions, such contradictions, such difficulties, such 
temptations, such hazards, such fallings away to 
the right and to the left, as there are at the pres- 
ent day—a higher honour or a centre of greater 
influence, than to be president of the British-and 
Foreign Bible Society, and to be allowed instru- 
mentally to appear in whatever way I may be 
called to work for the circulation of the word of 
God, for the spiritual comfort of the’nations of 
the earth, and for the promotion of the advent of 
our blessed Lord. I have nothing new to say; as 
I told you, it is very old; but.as we are told in 
Scripture, “‘the old is better.” 


The Bishop of GLoucEsTER and BrRistou, hay- 
ing made mention of infidelity and superstition as 
two foes which must needs be met, proceeded to 
say: 

Whenever, my dear friends, these things are in 

_any way brought home to you—when it is said, 
for instance, that the word of God can only prop- 
erly come to the human soul through ministerial 
agency, then you may give two answers. The 

- first is the answer with which every page of our 

long annals is marked. There is hardly a report 
of our society that, when published in its entirety, 
would not recall several of those instances in which 
the simple word of God itself, unaided—a Bible 
that has perhaps drifted to some foreign shore, 
and been taken from the beach on which it was 
washed—has worked the miracles that we know it 
can and does work. If I may for a moment allude 
to myself, I would say that the deep reverence that 

I feel for God’s holy word—and thank God, as 

erin ra Ste eae deeper—has 
n deepened by the marvellous and the miracu- 


lous (that is the right word I believe) instances that 
our long annals afford of the power of God’s simple 
word with no human addition whatever. Your 
first answer then may be, what is thus gathered 
from universal experience. 

And your second answer will be to teach one of 
us a still stronger one—that of personal experience. 
My dear friends, you-who are behind me, and are, 
I doubt not, deeply experienced in God’s word, 
and in bringing it home to others; and you, my 
dear friends, to whom it is, I doubt not, faithfully 
brought, what is the experience of any one of us 
as we go onwards? Why, that there is a power 
in God’s word that speaks to our hearts, that we 
may not be able accurately to define, but that is 
as real and_as certain as anything in this world, 
aye, or anything in the world to come. And why? 
Because God's Spirit dwells in our hearts, and 
God’s Spirit wrote his word. God’s word is a liv- 
ing word, and it is the living voice in the word 
speaking to the living voice in the heart. Deep 
calls to deep, and we realize this in the mysteries 
of our personal experience. How new does that 
word seem to us! There is not one earnest person 
in this large assembly who will not say that I am 
speaking the simplest and most literal truth when 
I declare that-we can hardly ever. reverently take 
God’s holy word in our hands, even the most fa- 
miliar portions of it, without some new light seem- 
ing to break upon us, some combination of events. 
unmarked before, some rays from the blessed be- 
yond streaming over the page; and many of us, I 
am certain, have closed that book of life, knelt down, 
and thanked God for his unspeakable goodness. 
Let us then be of good cheer, and look hopefully 
forward. Let us rejoice in our present prosperity; 
let us prepare ourselves and arm ourselves against 
the foes to which I have alluded. And last of all, 
let every one of us pray to God not only for the 
gift of the Spirit to read his word, to mark it more 
and digest it more: that ought ever to be prayed 
for; but there is one thing that we ought to pray 
for even more earnestly still—that is, that we may 
love God’s holy word, that we may not only read 
it, and mark it, and digest it, but may so love it as 
to make the Bible a part of our earthly life. Then, 
my dear friends, ,it will be well with us in this 
transitory and fading world, well with us in that 
fair land where there is, as we read in one mystic 


. 
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passage, an open covenant—it may be the very 
word of God visible in the realms above. 


Mr. H. H. Fowrmr, of Wolverhampton, advo- 
cating a resort to the Bible as the supreme, peer- 
less, and final authority in all questions of faith 
and morals, said : ; 

What I want us to do, as members of this so- 
ciety, is to avow as unfalteringly, I was going 
to say as defiantly, our belief in the word of 
God as the word of God, as the prophets of old 
confronted the sin of the church and the world at 
that day with, ‘‘ Thus saith the Lord.” Our Bible 
is not an illustrious monument, mutely recording 
the beliefs and deeds of a long lost age, like that 
venerable obelisk which has transferred to the 
banks of the Thames the story of the banks of the 
Nile. Our Bible is not an unrivalled classic, en- 
shrining the beauty and wisdom of some of earth’s 
loftiest intellects; our Bible is not even a gallery, 
transmitting to all the ages the lineaments of some 
of the noblest men and women. Our Bible is a 
speaking, acting, statute-book, as binding in faith 
and morals in London as it ever was in Jerusalem— 
legislating daily for our individual and national 
life, and justifying its claims to that legislation by 
the accumulated proofs of past and present history, 
that there can be no successful, no beautiful indi- 
vidual or national life in permanent defiance of 
its precepts. I say then, my lord, let us nail our 
colours to the mast. In all the spheres where our 
voice or our influence is effective, let us stand to 
this position ; let it dominate all other controver- 


-sies. .We may have our different opinions, say, 


upon the question as to what is the wisest, best 
way to educate the rising generation of this land ; 
but, however much we may differ in minor details 
and in minor administrations, let us repudiate any 
and every system of education which excludes the 
Bible; let us reject every assertion, every specula- 
tion of science, which derides the Bible; let us 
abandon every principle, whether of intellectual or 
commercial life, which ignores the Bible; and let 
us resist to the uttermost every national policy 
which defies the Bible. And above all, and beyond 
all, taking the advice of the Bishop of Gloucester, 
let us, with the whole force of our moral and in- 


tellectual and spiritual nature, protest—and_ re- 
Member that that protest is the essence of the 


Protestantism whose boast it is that the Bible is 


‘its religion—let us protest against every teaching, 


every observance, every ritual, which adds to or 
takes from one word of that blessed book. 


Rey. Dr. Mac Ewan, taking the ground that faith 
in the inspiration of the Bible can never be a thing 


he past so long as the British and Foreign Bible 
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oe 
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witness also to the Bible’s power to do its own 
work in the world, and achieve its universal 
triumph. There is a productive energy in the 
circulation of the Bible that rewards the labour of 
its circulation more than a hundredfold. Take, 
for instance, the case of Gossner himself, converted 
by the simple reading of the Scriptures, and be- 
coming the means of sending 147 missionaries to 
India. Or take that of the whole evangelical 
movement in Armenia, which is traced by its his- 
torian Dwight, entirely to the circulation of the 
Bible in its towns and villages. Your own history, 
as a society, is rich with facts that attest the same 
principle. What are the greatest triumphs of 
Christianity in our world but a testimony to the 
power of the written word ? No sooner was it lib- 
erated from the trammels that confined it among 
the Jews, than it manifested its power. Not only 
did it win converts and secure martyrs, but it also 
‘shook from their thrones the very gods of Olym- 
pus,” and broke for ever their captive spell. Those 
gods and goddesses fell before the word of God 
like Dagon before the ark, and passed away from 
the temples in which they were worshipped and 
from the hearts of men as if they had been the 
phantoms ofadream. And at the Reformation the 
grand instrument in opening the eyes of benighted 
Christendom, and terminating the reign of Papal 
darkness, was the word of God, which, freed from 


perversion and restraint, arose like the sun upon 


the earth with healing and victory in its beams. 


The Rey. Grorce P. Davins, of Berlin, spoke 
of the Bible work falling under his supervision in 
the German empire and the Swiss republic. He 
said: nd 
While I am speaking here, sixty-nine of my 
Bible-bearers are at work among these 46,000,000 
of Protestants, Romanists, and Jews. They rose 
this morning early. They have gone forth, each 
in his own sphere, bearing precious seed. Some 
are at this moment in strife and conflict with the — 
atheistic Socialists of the large cities; some are 
scrambling up mountain slopes to the solitary 
houses of the cowherds and to the high villages 
of the mountaineers ; some are driving their Bible 
vans—their carriers by day, their bedrooms by 
night—across the flat and sandy levels of the great 
plain of Northern Europe ; some are in the houses 
of pastors or other godly men, where for their 
works’ sake they are received as friends and breth- 
ren ; some are contending with fanatical priests or 
fanaticized people ; some of them are kneeling at’ 
the bedside of the sick or of the dying, or listening’ 
to the penitential tale of the sinful or the fallen ; 
some of them are braving the scofis of the keen- 
witted, satirical Jew; ‘all of them are in their way, 
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but they need watering. Bedew them with your 
prayers, and in God’s good time we shall see Ger- 
many become again religiously, as she has become 
politically, great. 


Foreign Wepartment, 


Mexico.—Writing from his ‘ Establecimiento 
de Biblias”’ in the city of Mexico, Dr. Gore speaks 
hopefully of the prospect of circulating the Scrip- 
tures the coming autumn. His expendio is located 
at a point where it attracts much attention, and 
its sign bears the words, ‘‘ Las Sagradas Escrituras.” 
At the date of his letter, August 12th, a few Bibles 
and Testaments had been sold. 


Monte" VIDEo.—Mr. Milne’s summary for April 
and May reports the circulation of 1,437 volumes, 
including three Bibles, five Testaments, and 166 
Portions, given away. The opportunity to pur- 
chase the Scriptures had been given to 20,77 
persons. The closing of the Argentine ports on 
account of yellow fever had hindered very much 
his work in Buenos Ayres during this period.

BRAZIL, 


RIO DE JANEIRO, July 3, 1878. 


DEAR BROTHER:—May 9th I went to Juiz de 
Féra, one of the principal towns of the southern 
part of the province of Minas Geraes, and on the 
central line of the Dom Pedro II. Railroad. I had 
sent books in advance as early as March, when I 
had intended to make the journey, but was hin- 
dered by illness. 

» At Entre Rios, where I exchanged diligence for 
railroad, I found Cayret, the colporteur, getting 
ready also to go with me. For a box sent to this 
point in March I had to pay $12 storage. I refer 
to this as an example of a species of difficulties we 
have to contend with. Being unable to go when I 
expected, I instructed a colporteur (Silveira) who 
had gone over this route to take the box out of the 
railroad station. He failed to do it, and hence this 
exorbitant charge. 

We reached Juiz de Féra in the afternoon, and I 
spent the evening in making some inquiries. I 
spent nearly the whole of the 10th in-seeking for 
and treating with the municipal authorities in re- 

/ to a license to sell. At first they spoke of 

200, but afterwards the procurador da Camara, 
one of its chief fiscal officials, said it could be had 
for $60 till the end of January next, the close of 
their fiscal year, and that if I concluded to take it 
out for that price we could begin to sell, and I 
could meet him next morning at the municipal hall 
and arrange the papers. After keeping me wait- 
ing, a la brazileira, for a considerable time after 
the hour marked, he informed me the president of 
the Camara had decided that $200 was the lowest 
price for a license to sell through the streets ; $60 
being the price fora shop. There was no remedy, 


and hence I desisted. In the mean time Cayret had 
been busy, and had sold quite a number of books ; 
and I had found an editor of a newspaper who took

There is a large Ger- 
man and Italian element amongst the inhabitants, 
Money and vice seer to be the ruling elements, In 
no place outside of Rio de Janeiro have I ever seen 
social corruption assume so shameless an. attitude. 
There seemed to be no proper opportunity for a 
meeting or conference, and hence we rested quietly 
over the Sabbath, in our lodgings, and at daylight on 
Monday morning embarked on our return to Entre 
Rios, and thence down the river (Parahyba), and by 
railroad to Lapuciia, a small town in the province 
of Rio de Janeiro, which looks across the river into 
Minas. Here I made a deposit of books, again in 
the office of a newspaper. The editor and proprie- 
tor was also procurador da Camara, and decided 
that the license law did not contemplate such cases, 
and as books were not specified that it was not ne- 
cessary to take out a license. He said it would be 
unreasonable and unjust to charge the same for 
three or four days as to a peddler of general wares, 
who remains weeks or months in the municipio, 
and perhaps sells several thousand dollars’ worth 
of goods. This country is infested everywhere 
with peddlers, in great part Italians, whose busi- 
ness of course interferes very much with the sales 
of the local merchants. These Jatter are often either 
members of the town council or have much influ- 
ence in it; and hence the exorbitant charges for 
peddlers’ licenses, which the fiscal authorities in- 
terpret and apply very much as they list. If lib- 
eral and favourable to the propaganda, they will 
do as in Lapucaia; if otherwise, as in Juiz de 
Fora. 

Sefior Cayret found in Lapucaia an old acquaint- 
ance, in the person of the mistress of the public 
school for girls, who seemed to be well versed in 
the Scriptures and deeply interested in the truth, 
but afraid to declare herself openly on account of 
her official position. An old lady relative who 
lived with her appeared to be equally interested and 
more decided. I have no doubt the Bibles scatter- 
ed through this country are silently doing their 
work with many such. ; 

On the morning of:the 14th Cayret picked up 
some torn pieces of paper, from among a number: 
of others which attracted his attention, lying in the 
street. They proved to be from a Portuguese Bible, 
evidently from the larger size of the London Fi- 
gueiredo Bibles. Priestly ire and ignorant fanati- 
cism respect no edition or translation of God’s holy 
word. Cayret had gone but a little way after pick-: 
ing up the papers till he met the vicar, who abused 
him as a vender of “‘ false Bibles,” and said that if 
the authorities did their duty they would prohibit 
him from selling. EP Pat

Sabbath about three years before, and had madea 


deposit of books.

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A OOLPORTEUR’S REPORT. 

.A Bible colporteur in the employ of this Society 
in Monte Video, sends through Mr. Milne the fol- 
lowing incident of his experience: 

Offering my books for sale at a house in one of 
the suburbs of the city—Bella Vista—a young man * 
of about twenty-four years of age came out and 
asked what I had for sale. I replied, Bibles and 
New Testaments. He asked if they were prohib- 
ited ; he had often heard that the Bible was pro- 
hibited, because it did not agree with the Holy 
Scriptures, but. nevertheless he had a mind to buy 
one, to see for himself the religion of the Protest- 
ants. I answered him that the Bible might in 
truth be called a Protestant book, but even so, who 
is he who has a right to prohibit it? He said the 
priests were continually preaching against the Bi- 
ble. I showed him that the priests prohibit the 
reading of the Bible because they know that if any 
one should read it with attention, he would never 
again submit himself blindly to be guided by them; 
and to show how far they have separated them- 
selves from the Scripture I read to him a number 
of passages from the New Testament, including ~ 
the third and fourth chapters of Ist Timothy, on 
hearing which he remained silent, absorbed in 
reflection. I proceeded to read further and make 
occasional remarks, to all of which he listened with 
attention. But his mother, who had all the while 
been present, showed by her countenance that she 
was displeased, and at last burst forth and would 
have snatched the Bible out of my hand and torn 
it to pieces if she could, She urged her son not 
to buy it, and threatened that if he did she would 
burn it in the fire. In vain did I entreat her to 


to bring such an accusation.” ‘‘ Begone with your 
false religion, or I'll go to the delegado,” he said, 
as he hurriedly walked off. This same vicar had 
staggered so badly from intoxication, while officia- 
ting at the altar only a few evenings previous, that 
the people left the church in disgust. 

I returned on the 15th to Porto Novo da Curyha, 
the terminus of the Dom Pedro II. Railroad, and 
whence the Leopoldina Railroad starts. Here 
Cayret met me again. It rained all the after- 
noon, so that I did not go out, but he sold. sey- 
eral books. I Jeft him to continue his journey, 
of which more anon, and returned on the 16th to 
Petropelis. 

May 22d I set out for Campos, for the special 
purpose of securing and setting to work another 
colporteur, Sefior Victorino Martius Pereira de Aze- 
vedo. The route is by steam, or about ninety miles 
to Macabé, where we arrived early on the morning 
of the 238d. I stopped a day at Macabé to see after 
a deposit of books made last year. Found my de- 
positary liquidating. Said he had sold books, but 
was too much occupied to look up and make out 
accounts. On my return he was a fellow-passenger 
to Rio, as he said, to purchase goods. He prom- 
ised to call at my office and adjust accounts, but he 
failed to appear. Arriving at Campos (sixty miles 
further by railroad) on Friday evening, I spent the 
Sabbath there, and agreed with Azevedo to under- 
take our work. He has a number of qualifications 
for a good colporteur, which I trust experience may 
verify. He went with me on Monday, thirty-five 
miles’ up the river, to 8. Fidelio, a town of about 
2,000 souls, where rationalism and republicanism 
arerampant. There seems to be an unusually large 
proportion of intelligent and well-educated men in 
this place. One of the first men I met had been a 
law student in §. Paulo, when I lived there. He 
came sometimes to our worship, but was a hot 
ultramontanist; but says he now believes in noth- 
ing. He however attended a ‘‘conferencia,” and 
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leading men of the place, who gaye the most ap- 
preciative attention possible to the discourse. At 
its close two large halls were spontaneously offered 
for further conferencias, at that or any future time; 
and I was urgently requested to remain for some 
days, but I had to take the steamer at Macabé on 
Wednesday or delay another full week, there being 
ly two steamers weekly, and one of them always 
involving travel on the Sabbath. _ Brother Carval- 
__ hosa had made a deposit of books in S. Fidelio, and 
his colporteur sold a good many there the early 
part of the year.

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BIBLE DISTRIBUTION IN CHINA, 

During the month of May Mr. Thorne accom- 
plished a second journey up the Grand Canal, from 
the Yangtze to the Yellow River. Crossing the 
basin of the latter river, he reached a point farther 
north than on his previous journey. His trip was 
so arranged as to ayoid touching at most of the 
places visited on the previous trip. He reports 
having travelled 365 miles by boat, disposing of 
1,187 Portions, only fifteen of which were given 
away. A foreign house boat had been kindly 
loaned him. He writes: 


Among the many advantages resulting from the 
use of a foreign boat instead of a Chinese boat, is 
one, and it is a very great one—that, like the Bible 
coach in Spain, it attracts the attention and pres- 
ence of the people everywhere, so that I am ena- 
bled to dispose of books and speak to the people, 
from on board. Notably, only yesterday, at a vil- 
lage near here, thirty-six copies were taken from 
my hand while standing on the deck of this boat. 
These inside country people take it for granted that 
it is a steamboat, and so call it. Besides this, it 
becomes quickly known ina place that a ‘‘ foreign 
craft has arrived.” The people are thus made ac- 
quainted with my mission, and I do not take them 
by surprise, as when I creep out fron one of their 
own craft. 

There is one thing a Chinaman has a respect for, 
and that is letters, and men of letters ; hence I feel 
every time I land in a new place that on that plat- 
form we are one. Not that 1 am a man of letters, 
but solely because I carry a printed page or book 
with me, and try to expound that and nothing else. 
As in an argument both parties must try and be 
agreed on some one general principle, else argu- 
ment is useless, so here in China we both agree 
that though knowledge is not altogether power 
(else their emperor and our president would be sci- 
entists), yet the fruits of it can be seen all around, 
in the very springs of government and good mor- 
als. They easily respond. They acknowledge the 
beautiful type (quite new to them) with which the 
book is printed, and their respect is gained. 

The beggars of the book are generally “‘ beggars.” 
Up country, as not in the treaty ports, being con- 
sidered a privileged nuisance, they can elbow their 
way through any crowd. A beggar of a book on 
the 3d inst. was of that class. He looked as though 
he needed it, and expressed many thanks. The

He 
spoke so well and plainly to me that I made him 
my little interpreter to several crowds. If I could 
not make the old men and women nod their heads 
in assent at once, the youth put in his speech, 
which I noticed they all took kindly to, and we got 
along finely together. He appeared pleased at re- 
ceiving the gift, and followed us to my boat to say 
good-bye. 

At one place the boys were playful, as usual, 
and made themselves my body-guard at once. 
They pushed and tossed one another all about 
me, and at times against me, Several daring 
ones rolled the leaf of the river-reed into the 
shape of a horn, making therefrom quite a re- 
spectable toot ; and in every street as I passed 
along, two or "three of these horn-blowers went 
in advance, to give notice of my approach! I 
thought of buying them and their horns up, but 
concluded it would not pay. So they blew till 
they were blown out. I let them blow except 
when right at my side, when [ had to stop them 
till I had had my say. 

I never sell on Sundays, but speak to the people 
who may want to hear about the doctrines of our 
Saviour. On one occasion there were some sixty 
or eighty soldiers at work near my boat, pulling at 
ropes and trying to turn over on its bottom a long 
junk, which had been placed on its beam-ends for 
caulking and repairing, by the canal-side. When 
not on their feet, tugging at the ropes, they would 
come flocking about my boat and squat down com- 
fortably to see the stranger. I picked out their 
leaders or spokesmen, and invited them on board, 
telling them my mission to their place and showing 
them my books, When I got them interested, I 
gave each a book, getting them to promise to read 
it to their men. 

One day I passed where a large gunboat was, 
and where, though early in the morning, some few - 
books were taken. One sulky fellow wanted to 
help himself and get back to his boatagain. I held 
his hand and told him he must pay like the rest, 
but he did not, though he left the book, and went 
off calling me hard names in an under tone. On 
my return, passing the gunboat I noticed my sulky 
fellow of the morning Was now jubilant, and lay 
kicking up his heels on the quarterdeck of the Chi- 
nese man-of war. He grinned and shook all over 
as he called out to me to attract my attention more 
particularly. He held up one hand in the air, and 
in it was one of the books I had been selling, which 
likely enough he had taken from one of his men. 
T halted a moment to express my pleasure afforded 
me, and advised him to continue his good practice _ 
of reading the Bible if he wanted to get am i 
benefit of it,

EXTRAOTS FROM MONTHLY REPORTS OF DISTRIOT 
SUPERINTENDENTS, 
ARKANSAS. 


On the first Sabbath of July I held a Bible 
meeting at Austin, in the Methodist Church. The 
congregation was very large. A collection was 
taken amounting to $29 55 in cash and $15 sub- 
scription, which, considering the scarcity of money, 
was doing well. . This society proposes to canvass 
its territory during the next two months. 

I met the committee of the Central Bible Soci- 
ety, in Little Rock, on the 9th of July, and was 
much encouraged by their zeal and activity in 
supplying their city.and county. 

During the month I visited the Arkadelphia 
District Conference (Meth. South), and was cor- 
dially received. - 

The anniversary of the Hot Springs County 
Bible Society occurred July 15th. I addressed 
the meeting, and we collected $10 50 for purchas- 
ing Bibles. This society also promises to canvass 
its field during this fall. 

IOWA. 

I made two trips in July, the first was to Des 
Moines, thence to Dallas County, back to Des 
Moines, and from there to Bedford, in Taylor 
County, within six miles of the frontier of Mis- 
souri. I thought it doubtful about reaching home 
alive, for such heat I never before experienced, 
I had to travel nights, and could get no sleep, to 
speak of, for two weeks ; but I met every appoint- 
ment and finished my work. We had to reorgan- 
ize entirely in Taylor and Dallas Counties. 

My second trip in July was to Postville, in the 
north of Iowa. We have there a young but 

‘hopeful society. There was in their town last 
spring a revival, which has changed the place and 
our Bible prospects. 

: KANSAS. 

The past month has been one of unusual and 
exhausting heat. Its effect has been very weak- 
ening upon pastors and congregations, and as a 
result, 1 have met with difficulties in presenting 
the Bible cause, though the canvassing has gone 
tight on despite the heat.

If our men do 
not fail us, we‘bope to get through the balance of 
colportage work in Tennessee by winter. 


MINNESOTA. 


The annual meeting of the St. Louis County 
Bible Society was held on Sunday, July 21st, in the 
Presbyterian Church of Duluth, and was an inter- 
esting event. ' A’ddresses were delivered by the 
Rev. Mr. Goodwin, of Indianapolis, the Rey. Mr. 
Smith, of Dayton, Ohio, and your District Super- 
intendent.

MISSOURI. 

The colpertage work seems to be a growing 
necessity. Colporteur Miller says: “ Among the 
‘ Barrens,’ so-called; I visited a man nearly eighty 
years old, Forty years ago he had done colpor- 
teur work in Tennessee; now I found him with 
only a part of a Bible, old and ragged. I gave him 
a large-type Testament.”  Colporteur Halsey says: 
‘“The owners of some saw-mills in Wayne County 
were glad of my visit and urged me to stay among 
them over the Sabbath and hold religious services. . 
These men and their employes bought of me 
$25 worth of Bibles.” .Colporteur Schwartz has 


just. begun work in St. Genevieve County, where 


our Society has never hitherto had a foothold; the 
soil may be flinty, but we trust the good seed will 
take root and grow. He has laboured only seven 
and one-half days, visited ninety-seven families 
and found seventeen without the Bible. He says 
he has been kindly received by all, and has sold 
Bibles to some Roman Catholics. He speaks of 
money as scarce, roads rough, weather hot, and 
families often from one to three miles apart. 

The five colporteurs reporting the last month 
haye travelled 1,021 miles, visited 1,179 families, - 
found 253 without the Bible, and have distributed 
797 copies of Scripture. 


NEBRASKA AND COLORADO. 


In the. valley of the Republican, I visited four 
Bible committees in four different counties, having 
seven depositories of our books. Generally the 
books are in a tolerably good condition, and 
arrangements have been made for the erection of 
bookcases with glass doors, so that books may be 
at once exhibited and protected. In. Webster 
County the committee decided to begin a general ’ 
canvass on the volunteer plan, and from the 
interest manifested I am hopeful of good results, 

Of the three auxiliaries visited in July, Saun- 
ders County Bible Society is the most vigorous. 
It has large sales. every year from its two depos- 
itories. The society at Wahoo has decided on a 
visitation of its territory to supply destitution and 
raise funds.

From the 4th of the month to its close, the heat 
was extremely oppressive. Perhaps the temper- 
ature has’ not been so high, for so long a time, 
during this generation; and as there was “but little 
rain for weeks, the prospect to the farmers was 
gloomy. The earlier fruits ripened poorly, the 
dust on the lines of railroad was a great and even 
afflicting annoyance, and the Bible: work was con- 
ducted under much discouragement. 


TEXAS. 

The colportage work shows some improvement 
this month. “There was more destitution found 
and supplied, and a greater number of volumes of 
Scripture distributed, than in any former month. 
Of the 2,957 families visited, 757 were found with- 
out any portion of the Scriptures, 572 were sup- 
plied, leaving 185 families unsupplied; mostly 
because they were considered fully able to pur- 
chase Bibles, though refusing to do so. 

Mr. Scott, labouring in Brazos County, writes : 
“Tt has been so hot that it seems at times unmer- 
ciful to work a horse, but I keep going.” Rev. 
Mr. Morris, in Cass County, writes: ‘‘1 find the

The boys heard the proposition and asked many 
questions, but the father would not at all entertain 
the idea, and could not be persuaded to allow either 
of his boys to leave their desert life and home. 
A year passed, and this trader was again in the 
desert and the guest of the same Arab. The 
younger son remembered him well, nor had he 
forgotten the proposal of the stranger. The mat- 
ter was again talked over, and this youngest lad 
pleaded with his father to be allowed to go and 
get an education. So earnestly did he plead that 
he won his cause, and accompanied the trader to 
his home and entered the school in that place. He 
soon learned to read, and made excellent progress 
in all his studies. For some time he was left un- 
disturbed in his new home. At length the father 
became uneasy about his boy, and fearing lest he 
might become a Christian and bring disgrace upon 
his family and whole tribe, sent for him to return 
to his home. The lad was interested in his studies 
and was unwilling to go, and asked that he might 
remain still longer. The father was not persuaded, 
and sent a peremptory order to his son to leave his 
studies and repair to the tents of his tribe. When 
this Bedouin student arrived at his home, every- 
thing seemed changed. Tent life had lost its 
charms. The désert had no romance for him. 
His views of life were all different from what they 
had been in his boyhood. He had new hopes, new 
impulses, new ambitions. He was not happy in 
his own father’s tent. He remained, however, a 
year, obedient to his parents’ wishes. He then 
pressed his request to be permitted to go back to 
his studies, but it was denied. His disquietude 
increased, and he became so unhappy that he re- 
solved to join the first caravan for the Jordan. 
When the-caravan appeared he gathered a few 
things in a little bundle and left all to quench his 
insatiable thirst for knowledge and civilized life. 
This Bedouin lad is now a young man of promise. 
He has taken the word of God as his guide, the 
Saviour as his best friend, and gives evidence of 
being a true follower of Christ.

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months ago. Being a faithful son of holy mother 
church, he thought it right to acquaint a priest 
with the fact. The priest told him that it was a 
false and prohibited book, and that he must either 
burn it or deliver it up to him, at the same time 
offering to refund him what it had cost. In 
these circumstances the faithful Catholic, obedient 
to his spiritual superior, abdicated his own right to 
judge and burnt the Bible. 

The promised refunding of the price never came. 
The time passed. Thoughts on what had taken 
place never ceased to agitate the spirit of the,man, 
who really desired to be religious, and know. the 
truth in the matter of religion, He attended on 
several occasions the preaching of the. gospel in 
the evangélical church, and this served in some 
measure to open his eyes as never before, and led 
him to think and to search with new earnestness 
to find out the truth. At last he bought another 
Bible, which he made the object not of rare 
glances but of a conscientious and earnest study. 
From that time he began to attend with regular- 
ity the evangelical worship, accompanied occasion- 
ally by his wife, both finding a fountain of satis- 
faction in being able to worship God in spirit and 
in truth, according to his holy word—a thing 
they had never been able to obtain from all the 
ceremonies, confessions, priestly absolutions, and 
other farces of Romanism.

In leaving the house the lady would not let her- 
self be seen. A young daughter who represented 
her, authorized the matters connected with the 
removal and received the parting good-bye of this 
man, who told her that compared with liberty of 
conscience and his regard for the Bible he counted 
all that he sacrificed but a small matter. The 
young lady referred to all that he sacrificed in 
losing the friendship of such a family, but he told 
her that he esteemed the Bible of more importance 
then all the favours that such a.rich and influential 
family could bestow upon him.

In the report of the British and Foreign Bible 
Society, Mr. Millard speaks with admiration of the 
zeal and self-denial displayed by the army colpor- 
teurs, who had to endure many hardships and 
encounter many dangers. sheet 


Some of them were smitten down with disease, 
and their recovery is yet uncertain. When. the 
Russians crossed the Danube and entered Bulgaria, 
all communication between Dr. Thomson’s eol- 
porteurs in that district and Constantinople was 
cut off, and Mr. Millard took them under his own 
superintendence. He speaks highly of their effi- 
ciency. Whatever was done among the military 
had to be done quickly; there was no time for 
much conversation, but the general ability of the 
soldiers to. read, and the eagerness. with which 
they received the Scriptures, were very striking 
features of this most interesting work. The Rus- 
sians engaged in the war may besaid to have found 
a blessing which they did not seek, and the fruit 
of which may yet abound to God’s praise and 
glory. The work has in every way been costly. 

Ir. Millard calculates that the loss on the books 
supplied by his agency has amounted to £3,000. 
independently of which a large staff of men. hac 
to be maintained at war prices, and the expenses 
connected with the conveyance of books: were 
necessarily yery heavy. But whatever the expen- 
diture, it becomes altogether insignificant when 
weighed in the balance against the souls of men 
standing on the brink of eternity, many of whom it 
may be hoped found consolation in suffering and 
peace in death. _ 
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gospels, and as many New Testaments as it was 
possible to procure, have been distributed among 
them whilst on their way to the interior of Russia. 
This, however, was only accomplished under 
circumstances of great difficulty, the colporteurs 
having been more than once taken prisoners, and 
only released when some Russian consulate was 
reached, and the authorities were satisfied as to 
the nature of the books which they were distrib- 
uting. They then allowed them to continue their 
work, and wished them God-speed. Were it 
desirable to lengthen the record thus_ briefly 
sketched, many more extracts might be given 
from the journals of the colporteurs, and it would 
be easy to dilate upon those innumerable blessings 
c¢ mnected with such a work, which faith and hope 
p cture to the mind. Enough has, however, been 
said to inspire feelings of gratitude in every 
Christian heart, and to call forth songs of praise 
to him who deigns in his mercy thus to soothe 
the sorrows of a troubled world, and cast the 
bright beams of his grace and love over the dark 
clouds of avenging wrath.

It 
animated St. Francis Xavier in his weary wander- 
ings over the mountains and rivers and plains of 
India and China, in his zeal to bring souls to his 
Master. It gave fortitude to Ridley and Latimer 
at the stake, and rent for them the clouds for a 
vision beyond the skies. It kindled the ardor of 
Knox to consecrate his people to Christ’s covenant 
and crown, and made the hills and vales of his 
country vocal with the prayers and praises of the 
gallant men and devoted women who sealed their 

| faith with their blood. No holier spot on earth 
: than that old Grey Friars churchyard, where sleep

martyrs of the Covenant. These fiery trials; gave 
2 hardness to the bone, and toughness to the sinews, 
gs and strength to the brain of a people once the 
poorest in Europe, but whose influence in the 
development of civil and religious freedom, in the 
diffusion of sound moral and religious principle, 
in philosophy and literature, industry and self- 
reliance, has been out of all proportion to its popu- 
lation. In ‘the language of another, if I may be 
allowed the quotation here to-night, “ Paul stamped 
his image upon Augustine, Augustine upon Calvin, 
Calvin upon Knox, Knox upon Scotland, and 
Scotland upon universal Protestantism”—and I 
may add, Protestantism with its open Bible rules 
the tworlditoadayrn (Aur Tise. SRW Baya | 


Shakspeare and Milton, Bacon and. Faraday, 
Chalmers and Wesley and Whitefield, Howard and 
Wilberforce, Grotius and Blackstone? And what 
would these be without the Bible? Take away 
from our best literature what the Bible has con- 
tributed thereto and who could tell the fearful 
blank? The lesser lights would still shine but. the 
sun would be blotted trom the heavens.’ 
For well nigh nineteen centuries this gospel and 
this Bible have been the leaven for the renovation . 
and purification of humanity. What it bas done, 
we need only compare the morals of :the period 
embracing the fall of the’Roman republic, and the 
establishment of the empire, with‘ that: of. the 
modern epoch, to know. ‘ In the brief time allotted 
me to-night, I have endeavoured ‘to’ bring the con- 
trast before you. But the'work of regeneration is 
not yet done. The Bible hhs not yet fulfilled its 
mission. Fifty millions of ‘Hindoos;'one hundred 
and sixty millions of Mohamthedans, fouryhundred 
millions of Buddhists, not to speak ‘of the: more 
degrading forms of heathenism by-which! the sable 
millions of Africa are enthralled, are still strangers 
to this, Bible and its gospel ‘of ‘mercy arid peace. 
Three-fifths of the human race are yet ‘beyond 
its pale, " 
Thirty, millions of human beings die every year, 
upon whom its dayspring has ‘never dawned, and 
thirty, millions annually come into the- world to 
whom its fountains of life and love are closed. 
This is the cause which appeals to you to-night. 
No such opportunities have eVer existed;ino such 
conditions for successful” missionary « enterprise 
have ever been vouchsafed to “mankind. Com- 
merce has opened avenues heretofore closed, scien- 
tific zeal has pushed its geographical discoveries 
into every region which the foot of man has 
trodden. _Were our contemporaries actuated by 
the spirit of the apostolic age, not half a century 
would elapse till every village and every hamlet in 
the heathen world would. be visited by the heralds 
of life and immortality. Of a large part of the 
habitable earth, it is still true that ‘‘ darkness 
covers the earth, and gross darkness the people.” 
May it be our privilege to see the fulfilment of the 
prediction, ‘‘The Lord hath made bare his holy 
arm in the eyes of all the nations, and all the ends 
of the earth shall see the salvation of our God.” 
This will be accomplished through human instru- 
mentality, and your duty and mine in the light of 
this Holy Book is to aid in providing others with 
that which has been the source of infinite blessing, 
secular and religious, to ourselves.—Prof. J. K.

A CHILD'S APPREOIATION OF THE BIBLE, 

Arthur, one of the sons of the Rey. Dr. Jacob 
Chamberlain, of India, died at Newburg in Jan- 
uary last, aged ten years and four months, having 
been a great sufferer during the last four years of 
his life. In a memorial address, his pastor speaks 
of this dear child as follows: 

He had very often upon his lips the words of the 
psalmist which he had appropriated, “I know O 
Lord that thou, in faithfulness, hast afflicted me.” 
He loved to talk of Jesus, and at every interview 
which I ever had with him had some word about 
his ‘‘ best beloved.” 

On Monday last, as I was sitting by his bedside, 
he asked me to read the Bible to him, intimating, 
by the repetition of some striking passage, the 
portion he desired to have read. While I was 
reading he stopped me every now and then to 
make his own comments, which were so apt, in 
every case, as to make it clear that he had received 
the teaching of the Holy Ghost. At one point 
he said to me, ‘‘ Uncle,”—as he was accustomed 
to address me—‘‘ Uncle, in one of your sermons, 
when I was in church a long time ago, you spoke 
of a wonderful prayer.that had almost everything 
in it.. It was in the Old Testament. Was it by 
David?” ‘‘I think,” said I, ‘that you mean Solo- 
mon’s prayer at the dedication of the temple.” 
‘©O yes,” said he; ‘‘ will you please read it?” He 
listened intently, making occasional remarks as I 
proceeded, and when I had finished the reading he 
said, ‘‘It isa wonderful prayer. Why, it takes in 
even the strangers.” 5 

As I read from the fourteenth chapter of St. 
John’s Gospel, ‘‘ I will come again and receive you 
unto myself, that where I am there ye may be 
also.” ‘‘Oh!” said he, ‘‘is not that a delightfal 
thought, always to be with Jesus, always to see 
him?” At length closing the book with his own 
hand, and laying that hand embracingly upon it, 
he said, ‘‘ Oh, that dear Bible! I do so wonder how 
the poor heathen can ever be happy at all without 
knowing about the precious Jesus.”

Dr. Gulick was 
at Yokohama, July 31st, proposing to start in Sep- 
tember for China; Mr. Blackford at Pernambuco, 
August 12th, on a tour along the Brazilian coast ; 
Rev. E. M. Bliss at Oroomiah, on the 9th of July, 
on his way eastward from Tabreez; Dr. Gore had 
opened his expendio in Mexico, July 27th.

Our correspondence from California mentions 
that Dr. Chamberlain, before embarking for Japan 
in August, repeated his sermon on ‘‘The Bible in 
India,” to large and attentive audiences in Oak- 
land and San Francisco. 

Nearer home also the sermon in its printed form 
has been doing good service. Ina country town 
in Connecticut the minister who was expected to 
preach did not appear, and asa substitute the 
whole of Dr. Chamberlain’s address was read. 
That. it. made an impression was shown by fre- 
duént allusions to it in the evening prayer-meeting ; 
and afew days after, a young coloured girl, the last 
member who hati Beek! received into the church, 


- brought her contribution of a dollar, saying, ‘‘T 


have earned it, and I want it used to gSend the 
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pages, the spacing of words and lines, the quality 
of paper, the shading of the ink, and the materials 
and style of binding.

Mr. Hunt, who was a native of Vermont, entered 
the service of the American Board at the age of 
twenty-three and went to Madras, where for about 
twenty-eight years he had, charge of the Mission 
press, discharging his duties with great fidelity.

He greatly improved the style of Tamil printing. 
The Tamil Bible and the Tamil Dictionary of Dr. 
Winslow, both printed by him, are monuments of 
his skill and painstaking efforts. On leaving Ma- 
dras, in 1867, he carried with him the good-will of 
both native and foreign Christians. Some years 
before, they had presented him, as a token of their 
regard, an elegant gold watch, ‘pearing the follow- 
ing inscription: ‘“‘To P. R, Hunt, Esq., from 
Native Christians and. Friends of Missions in 
Southern India, in token of their appreciation of 
his labours for the improvement of Oriental Typog- 
raphy. January, 1861.” ~ 

In 1868 he was transferred to Peking, and. there 
also “his labours were invaluable to the Mission, in 


the care of the treasury and of all its secular con- } 


cerns. He established the first printing-office in 
| Peking in which the foreign press, and metallic, 
movable type were used, and. he had the happiness 


of printing a new. translation of the entire Bible in 


| the Mandarin, a version of the peda dele (GSS in the 
same dialect, ‘and other valuable works, ” 
He rests from his labours, but the pages of 


divine truth printed under his ‘watchful eye, and 
widely scattered through vast regions of India and 
China, will Jong declare ‘to men the glory of God — 
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paid into the treasury of this Society. Mr. Blanco 
was not only a staunch Catholic during his whole 
life, but also manifested his firm adherence to the 
faith in which he had been brought up by bequeath- 
ing to each of the Roman Catholic churches in the 
city and county of New York the sum of $500, 
making in the aggregate a very large amount. His 
sympathies, however, took a wider range than his 
own church, as was shown by a legacy of $3,000, 
to be distributed by the mayor to the poor of New 
York without regard to nationality or faith, and 
his bequest of $1,000 to the American Bible Soci- 
ety for its benevolent work. 

We will be glad to use this legacy in circulating
